BOGOTA, May 10 (AP)— 
Dictator Gustavo Rojas Pinilla 
was swept out of power today, 
and a five-man military junta 
took over the government. 

Thirty persons were crushed | 
to death in demonstrations | 
which followed the dictator’s | 
fall. 

Rojas was overthrown by a 
flood of opposition from the 
Roman Catholic Church, the 
business community and the 
people. 

He declared in a broadcast 
from San Carlos palace at 9:30 
a.m.: “It would be impossible 
that I, who gave the country | 
peace, should cause the country | 
useless bloodshed.” 

Streets Thronged. | 

Word that Rojas was going | 
to capitulate started spreading | 
by telephone early this morn-

between political leaders and 
top. ministers of the armed 
forces. By 5 a.m. honking cars 
filled with shouting men and 
women, many still in pajamas 
and dressing gowns, converged 
on the center of Bogota, chant- 
ing in deafening rhythm. Cars 
and marching crowds advanced 
in all downtown streets in solid 
masses, 


Thousands necked the plaza 
in front of the capitol. Sudden- 
ly an officer ordered soldiers 
to clear the plaza. Troops be- 
hind tanks advanced on the 
crowd, using rifle butts but not 
firing. The crowd scrambled in 
panic, within ‘minutes the plaza 
was cleared but littered with 
hats, shoes and bodies. 

Troops took at least 30 bodies 
away in ambulances and army 
cars. Officials blamed the of- 
ficer for giving the order to 
clear the plaza. Tanks quickly 
took position and with military 
police kept the area clear of 
demonstrators for two blocks 
around, — 

Transfers Power, 

Rojas declared he had given 
command to “a military group. 
The armed forces continue in 
command of the country.” 

He announced a junta com- 
posed’ of Maj. Gen. Gabriel 
Paris, Maj. Gen. Deogracias 
Fonseca, R. Adm. Ruben Piedra- 
hita, Maj. Gen. Rafael Navas 
Pardo and Brig. Gen. Luis A. 
Ordonez. 

Rojas said this junta would 
have “the mission of calling 
popular elections.” 

Thousands of deliriously joy- 
ful people swarmed into the 
streets of Bogota shouting de- 
mands for a civilian as presi- 
dent. 

“Liberty!” they cried. 

Political leaders of Colom- 
bia’s two traditional parties— 
the Conservatives and the Lib- 
erals—were meeting in a pri- 
vate home. They were believed 
to include former Liberal Pres- 
ident Alberto Llera and Con- 
servative Guillermo Leon Va- 
lencia, who has been the choice 
of both parties to displace Rojas 
as President. 

100 Killed in Cali Rioting. 

From Cali, southwest of Bo- 
gota, correspondents were per- 

mitted by censors to report for 
the first time today that an esti- 
mated 100 persons were killed 
and more than 200 injured 
there during a weeklong series 
of anti-government riots. Earli- 
er, a government spokesman 
had announced 11 persons killed 
throughout the country in these 
demonstrations, where students 
have been in the forefront. 
Censorship was relaxed soon 
after Rojas relinquished power.

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COMMITTEE CUTS FARM 
BUDGET BY $272,556,860 


House Group Slashes Program Which Is 
Usually Immune—Saving Made. 


Mostly in Soil 


Bank Funds. 


WASHINGTON, May 10 (UP) 
—The House Appropriations 
Committee sank its economy ax 
into the usually immune farm 
program today, chopping $272,- 
556,860 from President Eisen- 
hower’s requests. 


Most of the saving was 
achieved by reducing soil bank 
funds to pay farmers to reduce 
plantings. 

The committee said city folks 
considered the program to be a 
scheme for “giving farmers 
something for nothing” and 
recommended that the soil bank 
fund be cut back further next 
year. 

The action came as the econ- 
omy drive rolled along at a rate 
that raised considerable doubt 
that President Eisenhower's per- 
sonal intervention, in two na- 
tionwide TV-radio appeals for 
his record peacetime budget, 
could stop it. 

The House committee voted 
to send to the floor for debate 
next week a $3,692,889,757 ap- 
propriation bill to operate the 
Agriculture Department and | 
some of its programs in the 12 
months starting July 1. 

Included was $2,083,000,00C 
to pay for price support and 
other losses in the last year. 

The cut of more than $272,- 
000,000 in Administration re- 
quests was in addition to a

$254,000,000 soil bank reduc- 
tion the Administration already 
had made in revising its origi- 
nal farm budget estimates. 


If the reductions win House 
and Senate approval, it will be 
the first time since Mr. Eisen- 
hower took offiee that his farm 
budget has been cut. In the last 
four years, Congress has wound 
up voting more farm funds than 
the Administration requested. 

The committee action raised 
the possibility that total farm 
program spending in the next 
fiscal year — including sepa- 
rately-financed price support 
funds—may be reduced ,about 
$500,000,000 below the Admin- 
istration’s original $5,300,000,- 
000 estimate. 

The committee report, drafted 
by a subcommittee headed by 
Representative Jamie L. Whit- 
ten (Dem.), Mississippi, com- 
plained that department policy- 
makers “have mounted a horse 
and are attempting to ride out 
in all directions at once.” 

In its major economy cuts, the 
committee recommended: 

Six hundred million dollars 
for the soil bank’s “acreage 
reserve” under which farmers 
eare paid to cut back plantings 
of cotton, wheat, corn, tobacco 
and rice.

A little earlier some of the 
newsmen sampled a can of 
black currant jelly, made in 
England in 1911 and left by 
Sir Robert Scott in a food cache 
in Antarctica in 1912, The can 
was found last year. 

The Army demonstration 
luncheon, presided over by Sec- 
retary Wilber M: Brucker and 
officials of the Army research 
and development staff, was a 
complete meal. Everything ex- 
cept the coffee had been irradi- 
ated. 

The exposure of the food to 
radiation appeared to change 
the flavor little or none. The

WASHINGTON, May 10 — 
Special Ambassador James P. 
Richards reported today that he 
had promised about $120,000,- 
000 to nations of the Middle 
East to help them combat Com- 
munism.

He told a news conference 
that slightly more than half of 
that amount was for economic 
assistance and the rest was for 
military aid. 

Some of the 15 nations he 
visited received no aid at all, 
he said; and they took this de- 
velopment “remarkably well,” 
when Richards explained that 
in some cases assistance could 
not be given wisely “under an 
emergency program like this, 
which provides an immediate 
shot in the arm.” 

No Money Has Changed Hands. 

Asked whether any money or 
military items already had 
changed hands under the pro- 
gram, Richards said: “We didn’t 
throw the money around that 
fast.” But he added that he 
sent an immediate report of 
each new commitment to con- 
gressional committees.

Richards had explained 
earlier that he omitted Syria 
from his tour because it “showed 
no real desire for frank and 
sincere discussions. A _ third 
omission, clearly Jordan, al- 
tho he did not name the 
country, was because there 
were circumstances that made 
it preferable to give aid by 
other means, he said. The Unit- 
ed States extended $10,000,000 
in specia] assistance April 29, 
with the announced understand- 
ing that the grant had nothing 
to do with the Eisenhower Doc- 
trine.

$11,585 profit by borrowing 
money from the union to buy 
30-odd home morgages at a 
discount and later selling 
them at par value to the Ray- 
mond Leheney memorial 
fund. Beck was a trustee not 
only of union funds but also 
of the memorial fund, which 
had been raised for the 
widow of his best friend. 

Hedlund testified that Mc- 
Evoy, also invested $110 for 
224% per cent of Insurance 
Brokers, Inc., a Seattle agency 
for fire, life and casualty in- 
surance. The firm's total capital 
was $500. 

Insured Union Autos. 
Hedlund, who owns an equal 
amount of stock, said the com- 
pany sold insurance on auto- 
mobiles owned by the Eastern 
Conference of Teamsters, with 
headquarters in New York. He 
said Beck arranged it, but he 
could not explain why the New 
York office went to a small 
Seattle firm for its insurance,

No Dangerous Increase. 
The general conclusion of Dr. 
Shelton was that continued 
atomic testing at the present 
rate would not result in a dan- 
gerous increase In the radioac- 
tivity to which man is subjected 
externally or internally. 

At one point Mahon asked: 
“Could you not say that at the 
present rate we could go on 
for 40 to 50 years without seri- 
ous danger insofar as you 
know?” 

“Yes,” Dr. Shelton replied. 
At the same time, Dr. Shelton 
admitted that information on 
world-wide fallout from past 
atomic tests was ‘extremely 
meager.” The Defense Depart- 
ment, he said, is taking steps 
to define more precisely the 
amount of radioactive debris 
in the air from atomic tests and 
the rate at which it is falling to 
earth, 


Dr. Shelton testified that it 
would. require large nuclear ex- | 
plosions with a yield equivalent | 
to 30 billion tons of TNT to} 
bring the average concentration | 
of strontium-90 in human bones | 
up to the maximum permissible | 
concentration. This would be. 
equivalent to 1,500,000 atomic | 
bombs of the size dropped on 
Japan in World War II. | 

Strontium-90 is a long-lived | 
radioactive product of a nuclear 
explosion and in human bones 
can produce cancer’ or leukemia. 
The maximum permissible con- 
centration of strontium-90 for 
general populations has been | 
set at one-tenth of a microcurie| 
per person. A curie is a techni- | 
cal measurement of radiation, | 
and a microcurie is one-mil- 
lionth of a curie. | 

Estimate of Present Level. | 

Dr. Shelton and his associates | 
estimated that the average level | 
of strontium-90 is now about | 
one ten-thousandth of the maxi- | 
mum permissible concentration | 
and will rise to about one’ 
eight-hundredth in another 10 
years as a result of past tests.

Soviet Jockeying for Advantage 
In ‘Open Skies’ Inspection Offer 


It Encouraging 


Moscow Also Tries to Load Dice on 
Control Posts—Photography Project 
Vast Undertaking, but Pentagon In- 
sists It Is Feasible.

NE OF THE FEW Soviet concessions made during the 
current conference in London of the Subcommittee on Dis- 
armament of the United Nations Disarmament Commission 
was to agree to President Eisenhower’s “open skies” suggestion 
‘for aerial inspection and photography as a means of preventing 


a surprise attack. 


As might be expected, in proposing areas subject to aerial 
photography, the Soviet delegate, Valerian A. Zorin, set them 
_up very much in favor of the Soviet Union. 


Nevertheless, the United 
States delegation, headed by the 
President's special assistant on 
disarmament, Harold E. Stassen, 
considers the Soviet acceptance 
of the idea of aerial photog- 
raphy a favorable omen and be- 
lieves that the precise areas to 
be covered are subject to nego- 
tiation. 


Stassen “suggested,” as an ex- 
ample of how aerial inspection 
might be applied, a sector in 
Europe taking in about 100 
miles of France on its eastern 
frontier and more than ~ 200 
miles of the Soviet western 
frontier regions extending to 
the North Pole along the fifth 
and thirtieth parallels of east 
longitude. The southern bound- 
ary was set at 45 degrees north 
latitude, which includes a small 
portion of northern Italy. 


The land and sea area up to 
the tip of Norway included in 
the United States suggestion 
would be about 1,600,000 square | 
miles, 

The Soviet response was to 
propose an area moved five de-

The Tragedy of Colombia 


The worst tragedy of the Republic of Colom- 
bia is not the current state of uprising, or even 
the almost constant state of conflict which has 
existed for a decade, The worst tragedy is that 
here is a nation which threw democracy away. 

After nearly a decade of Colombian dictator- 
ship, it may be difficult for the New World to 
remember that Colombia once was considered a 
model of Latin American democracy—imperfect, 
to be sure, yet an example of tolerant, two-party 
government in which the military arm was kept 
in its proper place. This condition existed for 
45 years. In 1943 the Pan American Union said: 

Colombia has shown a remarkable growth 
in sound and orderly methods of govern- 
ment. High standards of public administra- 
tion prevail. . . Elections are free, the 
press is uncensored, and the government 
has been more and more responsive to pub 
lic opinion. 

Not one of these things could be said today. 
What happened? 

Briefly, the facts are that the dominant Liber- 
al party was split by demagoguery after World 
War II, and as a result the Conservative party 
won a plurality and the presidency. Because of 
their minority position, the Conservative leaders 
became increasingly extremist, and their Presi- 
dents increasingly adopted the methods of vio- 
lence and suppression common to dictatorships. 
Armed conflict, the state of siege, heavy press 
censorship have become normality in Colombia. 

In 1953 the dictatorship of President Laure- 
ano Gomez, a man of fascist leanings, was over- 
thrown, and power came to Gen. Gustavo Rojas 
Pinilla. It is strange to recall that Rojas Pinilla 
first gave some promise of eventual restoration 
of democratic liberties. Even a few Liberals 
had hopes. But the dictatorship proceeded and, 
with its military support, grew stronger. 

The Colombian Constitution for obvious rea- 
sons prohibits a President from succeeding him- 
self. The suspicion that Rojas Pinilla would do 
just that created an unusual agreement between 
Liberals and a strong Conservative faction. And 
Within the past week, the Government struck 
back swiftly. 

It clamped down more heavily on the press. 
It arrested a joint candidate of the Liberals and 
Conservative faction for President. When 
vast student and citizen demonstrations broke 
out in Bogota and other cities, the army sought 
to restore order. Next, Rojas Pinilla’s hand- 
picked Constituent Assembly suspended much 
of the Constitution, and voted to give him an- 
other term of office without a popular election. 
But this soured even his supporters. Finally 
Rojas Pinilla has been compelled to turn over 
his powers to a military junta. 

A nation which stumbled on the road to de- 
mocracy, and was prodded down the road of 
dictatorship by the bayonet, can only wonder 
now whether military rule will repeat the fa- 
miliar cycle or promise moderation. 
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The Problem Is Human 

It is good to hear from Acting State Health 
Director Hardwicke that nursing homes will not 
be Gosed for failure to meet the new standards 
unless all their patients can be transferred to 
nursing homes which do meet the standards. 
After all, the welfare of precisely these peoplé 
is the reason for the nursing-home reforms 
which are being sought. 

Dr. Hardwicke estimates that in addition to 
the nursing homes already closed, housing about 
1000 patients, homes housing about 500 patients 
more will eventually be closed. This is evi- 
dence enough that a human problem of con- 
siderable dimensions is involved here. We trust 
that the good of these patients, and their satis- 
faction with their surroundings, will be kept up- 
permost as the upgrading of Missouri nursing 
homes goes forward. 


Doing Business With Beck 

Before Dave Beck became so large a name, he 
was often described as a new, “sound” type of 
labor leader. The idea was that “You can do 
business with him.” 

The kind of business that could be done with 
Dave Beck is now in the records of the McClel- 
lan committee. 

First it is clear that Beck used his union posi- 
tion in behalf of his family’s business interests. 
This much of the story comes from witness 
Irving J. Levine, head of the K. and L. liquor 
and beer companies. 

Levine said Beck helped him to get the Bud- 
weiser beer distributorship in the Northwest, 
with the understanding that Dave Beck Jr. could 
buy into Levine's firm. Once that was accom- 
plished, Beck’s next step was to promote Dave 
Jr. te the presidency of the firm. Levine found 
the Teamsters would not unload one of his car- 
goes and eventually told Dave Sr., “You win.” 

But the other part of this story of how Dave 
Beck did business relates to Anheuser-Busch. 
This brewery not only gave the Becks the beer 
distributorship, mstead of giving it back to the 
company which had the contract before. The 
brewery also gave the Becks the largest territory 
of any distributor, plus special credit and other 
favors. 

Why was Anheuser-Busch so good to Dave 
Beck & Co.? John L. Wilson, Anheuser-Busch 
executive vice president, indicated two reasons. 
First he testified that he once sought Beck's 
help in settling a strike in which Beck's own 
union was not even involved. Then he said he 
had talked to Beck about the attitude of the 
brewery’s competitors in a labor case. 

In short, Dave Beck did business for himself, 
and Anheuser-Busch found it advantageous to 
do business with him. Obviously that is not the 
normal, healthy kind of labor-manrecment busi- 
ness, and the implications of this story should 

be investigated to the very end. 
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A Year of Schooling at Stake 

The chances of al! American youngsters—even 
those in economically hard-pressed states—for 
an acceptable public education were somewhat 
improved when the House Education Committee 
approved, 20 to 9, a federal school construction 
program, 

If approved by House and Senate, this will 
make $300,000,000 a year for five years available 
to the states on a matching fund basis. It will 
also provide $750,000,000 a year for the purchase 
of school building bonds. 

The annual] grants come up to President Eisen- 
hower's request of $325,000,000 a year for four 
years, but are Jess than the $360,000,000 a year 
for six years provided for in a Democratic bill. 
Here is an obvious concession to congressional 
economizers. 

Another concession is the provision that half 
of the money shall be paid to the states on a 
school-age population basis, and the other half 
according to need. This is not as bad as, in ef- 
fect, returning to the states just about what is 
collected from them in taxes. More might be 
accomplished if all the money were distributed 
according to need. But here, too, a compro- 
mise was indicated. 

These concessions having been made, it is to 
be hoped that this bill will not encounter all 


the obstacles foreseen for it. The Powell 
Amendment story should not be repeated—least 
of all at the instigation of men who care little 
about desegregation but who see in it a device 
for defeating @ money bill. 

Considering the plight of our schools, this 
measure really is the No. 1 “must” bill before 
Congress. 
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A Minimum for TVA 

Does Adolph G, Ackerman, whom President 
Nisenhower is repofted planning to appoint a 
director of TVA, meet the. qualifications for 
that critical post? ’ 

Mr. Ackerman is ah unknown, He is a consult- 
ing engineer, residing in Wisconsin, and once 
worked for TVA, as an aide to Dr. Arthur E. 
Morgan, then chairfhan, whom President Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt removed from office for con- 
tumacy. Mr, Ackerman apparently occupied a 
minor position not ordinarily regarded as fitting 
a man to be one of the three directors of a 
great enterprise, 

As we have said repeatedly in the months 
during which this all-important appointment has 


been under discussion nationally, there are cer- * 


tain minimum qualifications on which the Sen- 
ate should insist. It did not insist on them in 
confirming Gen. Herbert Vogel as chairman, with 
consequences that have been near-disastrous. 

The Senate cannot afford to confirm—indeed 
the President cannot really afford to appoint— 
a man of whom the best that can be said ig that 
there is nothing positive against him. This time

He should possess a record of conviction and 
accomplishment in the field of resource de- 
velopment, certainly in public power, Mr. Ack- 
erman is an unknown quantity in this respect.

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A Case for Review 

The United States Supreme Court, we hopé, 
will take a look at the decision of Federal Ap- 
pellate Judge Harold R. Medina—with Judges 
Sterry R. Waterman and Clarence G. Galston con- 
curring—in favor of wire-tap évidence. The 
judges said they were setting a precedent. And 
it is one which should rest on only the highest 
authority. 

Judge Medina conceded that the evidence 
would not have been admissible if obtained by 
federal officers. But the tap was made by New 
York police, authorized by New York law to do 
so. They tapped the telephone of a suspected 
narcotics peddler and found him to be a boot- 
legger, So they notified federal authorities. 

Since this did not offend New York law, al- 
though in violence of federal law, Judge Medina 
decided that the evidence had been obtained 
legally. Yet the Federal Communications Act 
prohibits any person from revealing information 
obtained in this way without the consent of the 
sender. A number of important federal cases— 
including that of Judith Coplon, tried before 
Judge Medina—have been dismissed because 
evidence had been obtained through wire-taps, 
directly or indirectly. 

The Supreme Court has taken a dim view. of 
the wire-tap despite its possible usefulness to 
the police. And in this electronic era, private 
communications need more protection than ever. 
Safeguards will be lowered if this ban is nar- 
rowly confined to federal officers, Business 
spies, private eyes and other snoopers will have 
a new latitude; and federal agents might not 
find it difficult to get their “co-operation.” 

Surely the -wire-tap should not gain a new 
respectability in the federal courts without a 
ruling by the Supreme Court,

Strauss rose to 
become an invest- 
ment banker with 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co.

Murray is the son 
of the man who 
built the giant power-generating sta- 
tions in New York State which eventu- 
ally became the nucleus of the Con- 
solidated Edison network. The son is 
a mechanical engineer with more than 
200 electrical and welding patents to 
his credit. He has carried on and aug- 
mented the family's electrical manu- 
facturing business. 

Strauss and Murray are essentially 
private power men, Unlike Strauss, 
Murray did go to college, to Yale's 
Sheffield School of Engineering.

He has 
also been the only member to dissent 
from the AEC’s semi-annual report on 
the fall-out danger. 


As a professional power engineer, 
Murray declared the AEC’s atomic 
power program was pretty much a fig- 
ment of its own imagination. It would 
continue to be so until the Government 
stepped in to build the first commer- 
cial-scale plants and show private in- 
dustry the way. 


Murray called for a billion-dollar 
five-year program. He particularly 
stressed the need for this country to 
develop atomic power as an instru- 
ment of foreign policy.

Man Without a Party. 


Thus, despite his great per- 
sonal majority, the President 
has no party behind him, and 
he finds himself unable to 
translate his popularity into 
the hard cash of practical polit- 
ical power. 

In the famous broadcast of 
Feb. 29, 1956 when, after his 
recovery from his heart attack, 
he explained his decision to 
run for a second term, the 
President was already con- 
cerned with this problem. He 
knew he had not succeeded, as 
he had hoped to, in rallying the 
Republicans behind him. 

“The work,” he said, “that I 
set out four years ago to do 
has not yet reached the state 
of development and fruition 
that I then hoped could be ac- 
complished within the period 
of a single term in this office.” 

What was this uncompleted 
work? It was the conversion 
of the Republican party to what 
it has since become the fashion 
to call “Modern Republicanism” 
—to a “program,” as he put it 
in his broadcast, that “adapts 
govenmenta] methods to chang- 
ing industrial, economic, and 
social conditions.” 


Facing More Trouble. 


He thought that he had not 
brought about this adaptation 
hecause four years were not a 
long enough time, and that he 
could bring it about in his sec- 
ond term. But as a matter of 
fact, his political power is de- 
clining, not increasing, and he 
faces more trouble to drum up 
support now than he did in his 
first term. 


The decline of his power is 
no doubt connected with the 
fact that he can never run 
again. But why is it that he has 
not been able to translate his 
great personal papularity into 
effective political power? Frank- 
lin Roosevelt became the un- 
disputed leader of the Demo- 
cratic party in his first term. 
Why did not President Eisen- 
hower? 

There are, so it seems to me, 
two main reasons. 

The first is that he had never 
understood, or at -least has 
never been willing to believe

HE PRESIDENT HAS BEEN at a loss to understand why, 
after his enormous victory in November, he has run into 
such heavy opposition in Congress. His majority, he seems 
to think, was a national mandate from the people which ought 
to be obeyed not only by the Republicans in Congress but by 
the responsible Democrats as well. 


WASHINGTON. 
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wanted to remake the Republi- 
can party in the fifties as Roose- 
velt remade the Democratic 
party in the middle thirties. 
But he has never been willing 
to break the eggs that are 
needed for the omelet. 


He has hoped that the Re- 
publicans who did not share 
his views would have a change 
of heart, that his own sincerity 
and geniality would win them 
over. He has never been will- 
ing to do what practical politi- 
cal leaders have to do, which is 
to fill the posts of command 
with men who share their 
views, to defend and to reward 
their supporters, and to put out 
or put down their opponents. 


Popularity Without Power. 


He has thought of himself as 
accomplishing his hopes for the 
Republican party by standing 
above that party. From that emi- 
nence he would by the radia- 
tion of his popularity change 
the course of American political 
history. 

This image of the presidency 
has in fact done much to in- 
crease his personal popularity. 
He has kept aloof from the con- 
troversies which arouse opposi- 
tion and cause unpopularity. 

But, though it has increased 
his popularity, it has dimin- 
ished his influence. For men 
do not follow leaders who do 
not lead, and they do not care 


to be shot at while their com-/| in 


manders are appeasing their 
foes. 

The second big reason why 
he has not succeeded in becom- 
ing the leader of a regenerated 
party. is that, quite sincerely 
and genuinely, he has incom- 
patible objectives. He would 
like to be a “modern Republi- 
can” in promoting welfare 
measures and an international- 
ist in foreign policy. But he 
would also like to be some- 
where between Secretary Hum- 
phrey and Senator Byrd when 
it comes to paying for Modern 
Republicanism. 

On the one. hand he would 
like, as he said in his accept- 
ance speech to the San Fran- 
cisco convention, to make the 
Republicans “the party. of the 
future” and to meet the “new 
kinds of challenge” to federal 
and local governments: Water 
supply, highways, health, hous- 
ing, power development and 
peaceful uses of atomic energy. 

“With two-thirds of us living 
in big cities, questions of urban 
organization and redevelopment 
must be given high priority. 
Highest of all, perhaps, will be 
the priorify of first class edu- 
cation to meet the demands of 
our swiftly growing school age 
population.”

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Angina Pectoris

LTHOUGH I have written several times about Angina 
A Pecioris it is such an important subject that it de- 

serves a review. Angina is really a symptom of coronary 
disease. Pain comes because the coronary arteries and their 
branches become inef- 
ficient in carrying blood 
and oxygen to the heart 
itself. Due to certain chem- 
ica] processes that act on 
the nerve endings in the 
heart muscle (resulting 
from lack of oxygen) the 
heart cries out in pain. In 
coronary thrombosis the 
pain usually lasts—on and 
off—for hours. In Angina 
Pectoris the pain (usually 
ne > across the chest and down 

on. PETER STEINCROMN one or both arms) lasts 
only a few minutes. It is 
often accompnied by a sense of impending danger. 
ae 

ANGINAL PAIN often comes on after exertion; like 
rapid walking after a meal; walking against a brisk wind; 
or after overeating—which adds 30 to 50 per cent to the 
work of the heart. 

Many persons gets attacks when they become angry or 
otherwise emotionally upset. I suppose most of you read- 
ers are familiar with the fact that angina sufferers are 
quickly relieved by taking a nitroglycerine tablet to term- 
inate the attack. Others don’t need nitroglycerine: all they 
do is “slow up"—physically and emotionally, until the pain 
disappears.

I REPEAT: it is possible to have angina and yet have 
a normal electricardiogram. 

Years ago we doctors used to be uniformly pessimistic 
about the outlook for the patient with angina. Now we are 
‘more optimistic. I give such patients these “secrets” for 
longer life: (1.) Cut down on fats until you are thinner 
than normal rather than heavier-than-normal. (2.) Live well 
within this side 6f your physical capacities. (Don't try to 
do as much as the next fellow if you CAN'T.) (3.) Don't 
get excited! (In many angina patients, their life is hostage 
to their temper.) (4.) Live from day to day and stop worry-

OST of us enjoy breaking

In asparagus season, I am 
quite ready to sacrifice variety 
so that I shall have room for a 
large portion of one of my fav- 
orite vegetables. For the main 
course, I chose thin veal cut- 
let accompanied by asparagus 
served on freshly made toast 
and dressed with a cream sauce. 
While hollandaise is wonderful 
with a smaller portion of aspar- 
agus, the simpler cream sauce, 
to which the toast adds favor. 
may be preferred for the.larger 
portion. 


I like to arrange the aspar- 
agus in a skillet with just 
enough salted boiling water to 
cover. Then, I cover the skillet 
and let the asparagus cook at 
the simmering point ugtil just 
tender. The sauce will be made 
by the time the vegetable is 
ready to be drained. If you 
like, you may add a dash or two 
of nutmeg to the sauce. 

The veal cutlet will be cook- 
ing in a small amount of butter 
until lightly brown on both 
sides. Then the skillet will be 


| covered and kept over low 


heat. I like to add a little sour 
cream at this time. This will not 


f be enough to make a sauce, but 


the flavor it gives to the veal 
will be delicious. Of course, 
the veal was sprinkled with salt 
and pepper after it had been 
sauteed. 
Asparagus on Toast. 

Scrub asparagus stalks and 
trim off tough ends. Place in 
large skillet with salted boiling 
water to cover.

ITH new planks and blocks 
designed to go up easily, 
the installation of whole 
walls of sturdy plastic-finished 
hardboard becomes a do-it- 
yourself project.

and the problem wall hides 
away completely behind a new 
surface that wipes off with a 
damp cloth, china-dish-clean.

Y WIFE, otherwise known as Guidebook Annie, in 
reading my account of the jet-propelled pigeon and 
the exploding chariot, insists that I have finally over- 
reached myself.

— in Fort Worth, she begs me 
to correct and retract the 
following:

I know some Florentines 
who will give her an argu- 
ment about this, but then 
they haven't seen it either.

Tomorrow we are going to Rome, where I will try to 
see some fifteenth century manuscripts in the Vatican Li- 
brary and consult with a motion-picture producer, which, 
you will admit, is playing it across the board, I think I 
know which will be the more lucrative. The one is the 
repository of money and the other perhaps the greatest 
storehouse in the world of human knowledge and history. 
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I SOMETIMES FORGET the incredible power of the 
press. Once printed, an item becomes part of the ages. 
I have read a note about myself in a column and believed 
it even when I knew it was not true. Before we arrived 
in Florence, someone somewhere printed the delightful fact 
that I was buying a villa here. Actually we are staying in 
the Pensione Beacci, a very pleasant boardinghouse in the 
center of town. Now I cannot live down the first statement. 
To everyone I meet I am buying a villa. I don’t even try 
to argue anymore, Meanwhile I would not think of leaving 
the Beacci, which has one of the best kitchens in Italy. I 
may eventually be driven out by obesity. 

Our rooms are very small, Sometimes I think that with 
one more tulip, I can’t get in at all, But if the rooms are 
small, the bathroom is a joy and a terror. The door is low, 
catches me just above the eyes if I don’t duck, and for 
a while I didn’t. My head was a bloody mess. 

I hung a rose over the door but it fell apart. I thought 
to put some small religious figure over the door so that in 
bowing to it I might miss crushing my skull. Finally I put 
up a strip of air-mail stickers and now I automatically stoop 
to get through.

IF THE BATHROOM DOOR is a hazard, the bathtub 
presents even greater problems. It is about the right size 
for a clear soup or a deep-dish apple pie but to bathe in it 
is ridiculous. If I get in the tub I can’t get my arms free to 
wash, and if I dip in with my arms up I can’t get them down. 

Fredric March recommended this little apartment to us 
and he is a big man, bigger than I am. I wrote to him 
asking whether he had worked out a way of bathing. 

He replied: “Hell, no. If you are dirty in Florence, 
who will know?” While I am in Rome the Beacci is moving 
me not to a larger room but to a larger tub. 
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I TALKED to a bunch of Florentine reporters. They 
thought they were interviewing me until I reminded them 
I was also interviewing them. They think Humphrey Bogart 
the best recent American actor and they are patriotic in the 
Monroe-Lollobrigida controversy, but whether on a quantita- 
tive or qualitative basis was not clear. 

They said it was pretty generally agreed that Mrs. Luce 
had dome a remarkably good job against odds and they 
couldn’t think of any Italian who would have painted her 
boudoir ceiling with arsenic. I have always admired Mrs. 
Luce. She worked very hard and she learned, two unpopu- 
lar activities in any foreign service, at the summit anyway. 

I can tell you a good example of her diplomacy. Some 
years ago I was asked to meet some Italian writers and 
critics in the American Library in Rome. I had just pub- 
lished a new book and’ in my honor there was a small dis- 
play of my work and among my books am open copy of Time 
magazine with a long review and my picture. 
same review they have reprinted for years about me. They 
dust it off for every book. It says the book is inept, untrue, 
badly written, stupid, and should never have been printed 
besides being a failure on every level. While this little 
gathering was in process, Mrs. Luce, then Ambassador, came 
in. She was charming and cordial. Then she saw the open 
copy of Time. 

“How nice,” she said. 

“Have you read it?” I asked. 


“No I haven't,” she replied and moved over and started 
te read it. 

“Oh dear!” she said, “Oh! my goodness!” 

And then she showed me her genius for diplomacy— 
she said: 

“Well, anyway, if Time gave me that much space—even 
to denounce me—I should feel flattered.” . 

Now how can you be more diplomatic than that? And 
I did not feel it necessary to remind her that circumstances 
were rather against Time magazine's ever denouncing her. 
But apart from that she is a charming woman and a fine 
representative of her country.

N Jan. 15, 1814, the Mis- 

souri Gacette announced 

that a versatile and thought- 
provoking gent by the name of 
Eugene Leitensdorfer would 
present a Spectacle of Recrea- 
tive Sports and Mathematicks 
and Phisicks—not only would he 
eat burning coals, introduce 
dancing eggs, and perform with 
an enchanted pistol but would 
foretell cards with the aid of a 
three-foot automaton of Egyp- 
tian descent, named Hubdala 
Rackmany. Weather permitting. 

Weather permitted. That 
evidently was the first public 
performance, of any sort, in 
St. Louis. Later at other per- 
formances Leitensdorfer  be- 
mused the populace by seem- 
ingly raising a chicken from an 
egg in a few seconds; miracu- 
lously broiling it. 

He departed St. Louis hap- 
pily, his pockets filled with 
“the pure coin,” his perlfaps 
not wholly authentic biography 
an inspiration to the press 
agents of posterity, his niche 
in local show business assured. 
So far as records show, he was 
the first individual ever to ap- 
pear on stage in St. Louis. 

While nobody accused him 
of being a legitimate actor, 
nevertheless an increased in- 
terest in the theater followed. 

By 1819 an individual signing 
himself Richard Heeltap con- 
tended in what may have been 
a tongue-in-cheek letter to the 
editor that he was being ruined 
in the shoemaking business be- 
cause his apprentices kept com- 
ing down stage-struck. 

“Since the players have gone, 
our young folks have been 
seized with an itch for acting 
which I fear is incurable,” he 
wrote, wailing about an ama- 
teur theatrical group he said 
had been formed. “One of my 
journeymen and two of my ap- 
prentices have joined this com- 
pany; and I can truly say that 
since they have become actors 
they are good for nothing else.” 

Of course, that was an unso- 
phisticated age and things have 
changed in modern times. Have- 
n't they? 

“Well,” said William Glasgow 
Bruce Carson, dryly, “I remem- 
ber when one of my young play- 
wrights got a ticket for speed- 
ing, trying to make opening 
night curtain.” - 

Carson knows about stage 
folk. Thoroughly. And a great 
many of them know about him. 
He is author of many a work 
on history of the theater and a 
recognized authority. And he 
has taught theater for countless 
hours. 

So, this coming Sunday after- 
noon, William G. B. Carson, 
professor of dramatics and Eng- 
lish at Washington University, 
will be honored for his 38 years 
of service ‘to the university at 
a special performance by Thyr- 
sus, university dramatic group. 

e play, “The Cradle Song,” 
will be at Brown Hall on the 
campus, and by invitation only. 


* * * 
HE occasion is his retire- 
T ment from university duties 
in June. Many friends and 
former students will be on hand 
for the performance and the re- 
ception afterward. A lot of 


nostalgia will be booted about. 


And Prof. Carson, a friendly 
and quiet-spoken man, will look 
back over a satisfying career. 
Sometimes it was amusing. 
“One student wrote a play 
about a college in which the 
only successful alumnus was a 
strip-teaser,” he recalled. 
Sometimes it was saddening; 
potential unfulfilled in a prom- 
ising student. “He had the stuff 
to make a great actor, but he 
couldn't afferd to take the nec- 
essary risks. He was a sales- 
man, the last I heard.” 
Sometimes—and to a teacher 
this is what counts—a student 
would go on to fine things.

in various capacities with Prof. 
Carson at Washington U., where 
his “English 16” is taught, as 
a new campus publication put 
it, with subtleness and dedica- 
tion.

Mary Wickes, stage, screen 
and television actress, studied 
with Carson and to this day 
makes it a point to look him up 
when she is back home in St.

You can point 
out things that are bad and 
things that are good, try to 
show them the difference and 
criticize their work.” 

“How do you teach people to 
act?” 

Same thing. Also: “They have 
to have the stuff. You can’t 
create something which isn't 
there.”

EW of Carson’s students are 
F avowedly hell-bent for thea- 

trical stardom anyhow, Eric 
Pfeiffer, for instance, last year 
saw his own play, “Doctor 
Faustus,” produced and praised 
for its perception and sensi- 
tivity, and he himself turned in 
a bang-up acting performance. 
He is a medical stident—the 
creative work was part of a 
rounded education. Carole 
Setzer took first prize in acting, 
but insisted: “I am not going 
to be an actress.”” The dedicated 
ones, however, haven't changed 
much since 1819. 


The retiring professor who 
has worked with many young 
hopefuls is one of the most 
warmly liked teachers on the 
campus. He is known as a schol- 
ar in the fullest meaning of that 
bandied-about word. Not just in 
the theater—a conversation with 
Carson is a glimpse into, the 
general history of this city and 
region. 

We followed him into an emp- 
ty classroom, where he sat dis- 
coursing and awaiting his class, 
until an accommodating student 
dropped by to point out he was 
in the wrong classroom for that 
period. After class he sat on 
the shady campus, thinking back 
over the decades. 

The stage has fascinated Car- 
son since the days when his 
father took him, as a child, to 
see performances such as Joe 
Jefferson's “Rip Van Winkle” 
and he wept at the emoting. 

Prof. Carson, whose maternal 
grandfather, William Lane Carr, 
was the first mayor of St. Louis, 
went on to earn his bachelor 
and master of arts degrees at 
Washington U. in 1913 and 1916. 
He also studied: journalism at 
Columbia University.

when the university theater was 
in Cupples Hall and actors had 
to climb out the window and 
down a ladder en route to the 
men’s dressing room in the 
basement.

Charles 
Van Ravenswaay, director of the 
Missouri Historical Society, is a 
former president of Thyrsus. 
Morris Carnovsky, who starred 
in Odetts plays, was in Thyrsus.

One 
of the founders of the Players 
Guild, now Community Play- 
house, he dropped the academic 
approach to acting in 1952 long 
enough to take the role of the 
stage manager in Thornton 
Wilder's “Our Town” presented 
by Thyrsus. His last onstage 
appearance had been more than 
20 years prior to that. Title of 
the play: “Suppressed Desires.” 


Students in his playwriting 
course have written about, in 
addition to the prominent strip- 
per, everything from disaster 
from a typographical error to 
the prejudice which accrued to 
a group of men who found they 
suddenly were equipped with 
monkey tails. In one play, and 
we may not have this straight, 
Apollo came to earth and was 
commissioned to make a docu-

Fix It Yourself 


By Hubbard Cobb 


Loose Veneer. 

OST of the furniture around 

the house is made of wood 

veneer. Wood veneer con- 
sists of a base of rather ordinary 
wood covered with a very thin 
layer of a more expensive and 
attractive wood. 

Veneer is wonderful stuff 
but, now and then, the veneer 
comes loose from the base. This 
happens because either mois- 
ture. or heat has reached the 
glue that bonds the veneer to 
the base 

The most common spot for 
veneer to come loose is around 
the edges and once it starts the 
condition usually becomes worse 
rather rapidly. The veneer 
should be re-glued back to the 
base promptly. 

The first thing to do is to re- 
move the old glue from the 
base and from the underside of 
the veneer. A flat thin file—a 
nail file for example, is good 
for this job and so is a piece 
of sandpaper folded double so 
that it sands both upper and 
underside in one operation.

ture—but this is sort of risky 
because you may soften up some 
of the glue that is still holding. 

Once the old glue has been 
removed, apply a thin film of 
fresh glue to the base and the 
underside of the veneer. Just a 
very thin coat on each surface 
will be adequate. Now gently 
press the veneer back into 
place and wipe off any excess 
glue that oozes out along the 
edges. 


Use clamps or a weight to 
hold the veneer down until the 
glue is dry but be sure that if 
you use clamps you protect the 
veneer with a cloth or a piece 
of cardboard so it won't be 
damaged by the clamp. 

Veneer will occasionally come 
loose at other points besides 
the edges and this causes a 
blister to form.
